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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



■Ig-i^^laims 1-6 are objected to because of the following Informalities: The claim 
should begin with a capital letter and conclude with a period. Periods may not be used 
elsewhere in the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Each claim has not been provided with the proper status identifier. The status of 
every claim must be indicated after its claim number by using oneof the following status 
identifiers: (Original), (Currently amended), (Canceled), (Previously presented), or 
(New). 



3. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the healing postulate" in the 
second line. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
